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THE DEAD LIVETH— SPIRITl/AL, MANIFES- 


TAT.ONS.

E d i t o r J o u r n a l : For some months 
past articles have appeared front time 
to time in tlie public prints in regard 
to some mysterious and startling man­ 
ifestations of spirit power (so-called) 
represented as occurring in the pres­ 
ence of one J. 11. Mott, a citizen of 
Memphis, Scotland county, Mo. 
Desiring to test the matter, a party 
was formed to visit Memphis.' This 
party consisted of myself and wife, 
John Bernard, Henry Ivie, George 
Fletcher, John Gill and daughter—nil 
or nearly nil well known in this city 
and old residents of the county. After 
u pleasant days drive we arrived 
at Memphis on 
Friday 
evening. 
'Elder Theohold Miller having an ap­ 
pointment at Bilile Grove for Sunday, 
and knowing that we were on the 
trip and its purpose, joined us at Mem­ 
phis. 
We found the residence of Mr. Mott, 
an unpretentious cottage in the sub­ 
urbs, where we were made welcome 
by himself and wife. Mr. Mott is a 
man of medium height, dark hair, 
rather light build, and is about thirty 
years of age. His family consists of 
a wife and one child; is well connected, 
generally respected by his fellow- 
townsmen, and very quiet and unas­ 
suming in his appearance. 
1 shall not occupy your time with a 
detailed or circumstantial report of 
the two seances attended by our party, 
as it would require too much of your 
space, but will give you the results. 
About H o’clock, ai'ter having locked 
I he doors, wired t lie window shutters, 
searched the cabinet, which Is merely 
the hall or entry opening into the sit­ 
ting room, and thoroughly satisfying 
ourselves that everything was right, 
ttie temporary door was hung between 
the entry and* the sitting-room. 
This 
tloor, at the height of about five feet 
and a half, contained an aperture or 
opening probably twelve inches in 
height and nearly the width of the 
door. Over this aperture was hung a 
curtain, to keep out the light. The 
hall or cabinet contained a hat-rack, a 
chair, a bell and a common stand, on 
which lay a common bouquet and a 
few sheets of note paper, also a child’s 
drum. 
A half circle, composed of our party, 
Mrs. Mott and another lady, was then 
formed, facing the cabinet door; the 
lamp was turned a little down and 
placed in a position to shine diagon­ 
ally on the opening. 
The medium 
took a seat in the cabinet and the 
door was closet!. Hands were joined, 
and the circle united in singing. In 
a few moments a bell was rung, then 
tiie drum was beaten in time with the 
music. So far, nothing startling. Is 
this all? we felt like saying. 
But 
hush—as the singing proceeds the cur­ 
tains part, and a face appears. Mrs. 
Mott, being next the opening, stands 
up and says, “ Good evening, Gen­ 
eral.” Then she introduced the face 
to each in turn ns Gen. Bledsoe, for­ 
merly of the Confederate Army. Then 
others, purporting to be the “ baud ” 
that controls the manifestations, pre­ 
sented themselves: Js this to be ail? 
“ Sing,” comes in a whisper from the 
mysterious curtain. We sing, when 
another face presents itself. 
Mrs. M. 
asks, who is it ? “ Dennis.” Who do 
you wish to see ? “ Billy.” 
We are 
the only Billy we know of in tlie cir­ 
cle. We step to the aperture, the cur­ 
tain opens, and there stands, as we 
knew him in the flesh, our friend, 
JO SEPH P. DENNIS, 
whose form we followed to the tomb 
many years ago. 
The same peculiar 
features, the same hair and whiskers, 
the same expression, all complete. 
My God, can this be a cheat and a de- 
lusiou. But he speaks in a whisper, 
yet plain and distinct at times, at 
others drowned by the singing. 
“ Billy, thank God for this. 
1 am 
so glad to meet you and the friends 
here.” 
Old friends are remembered, circum­ 
stances mentioned, and tests given, 
till we are compelled to explain, this 
is truly my friend, who was dead, yet 
liveth. '\Ve step back and let others 
approach. 
Each is greeted, each rec­ 
ognize him. To my wife; “Anna you 
was a good friend.” 
To John Ber­ 
nard, “I remember you; we were 
slightly acquaiuted,” to Henry Ivie, 
“How is Joe,”—“and your mother, 
she was almost a mother to mei he a 
good boy, Henry. 
Before I died 
I saw my mother and the spirits 
around my bed, but they thought my 
mind wandering when I said so—hut 
it was true.. I will come to you again; 
good bye.” 
Next time the curtain opened the 
name of Thomas was announced, and 
the writer again asked 
for. 
We 
looked, and there was .our old school­ 
mate, 
IRA THOMAS 
plain and distinct, in full form, from 
head to foot clothed as we had often 
saen him. A message was given for 
his father and mother, circumstances 
mentioned, etc. Each one in the cir­ 
cle saw him, and Mr. Fletcher, also 
an old acquaintance, fully satisfied of 
his identity. Writing without notes 
we cannot give the order In which the 
spirit friends appeared but only the 
fact. A spirit asked for Theodold; 
Elder Miller found it tobe his mother, 
and con versed with her lovingly and 
reverently. 
Then a daughter and a 
sister came, and with loving Angers 
patted his cheek and smoothed his 


hair. His daughter said she died at 
Covington, Pennsylvania, and spoke 
of her tombstone being broken—a test 
—conversed! on family matters, and 
past events followed, until the Elder 
was compelled to admit of a truth this 
is indeed my loved ones gone befere. 
Then came James Ivie, recognized by 
several In the crowd,'but too weak to 
talk much this time. A ta late hour 
our first sitting closed. 
Haturday night the tests were still 
better. We need not give the particu­ 
lars further than that during the day 
the county hand-cuffs had been se­ 
cured, and with these the medium 
was thoroughly secured and placed in 
the cabinet.

■ Dr. Dennis, true;.-to his promise, 
came again, aud after a greeting call­ 
ed for a paper aud pencil. 
We pro­ 
cured them, and there before nil, with 
great rapidity, he wrote the following, 
tlie original of whiqh is now in my 
possession, and can be examined any 
time

anti see you uud converse w ith you, anil tell 
you of this noble truth.

m an can' be, and hope ull tny friends inav 
com e here an d be the sam e. 
“ A m erry sound to cheer the baa.-, 
And tell a friend Is near; 
A word of ready svm piilhj 
To dry the childish tear.” 
My friend W ill, take good c a r e d voutseii. 
Good-bye; give love (oall. 
, 
J. T. Dk n s is. 
This J saw him write', so did tlie 
others. On tlie last evening Mr. Ber­ 
nard was called for; met and recog­ 
nized his brother, while others present 
could see the family resemblance. 
This spirit was remarkably well mate­ 
rialized, plain and palpable to the eyes 
of all present. He spoke of the old 
home in West Virginia, told the cause 
of his death, referred to private family 
matters, mentioned the different mem­ 
bers of the family, told Mr. Bernard 
that his boy Winnie had been sick 
that day, but was better, which was 
verified on his return to Kirksville. 
He finally showed himself again still 
more plainly, so much so that there 
remains not a singledoubt of his iden­ 
tity. Ho also wrote. 
James Ivie was announced, and his 
brother in the circle was called for. 
He stepped forward and a conversa­ 
tion ensued, in which the spirit told 
the manner of his death, inquired 
ubout friends, aud said to Henry, 
“ You did not helfeve this when you 
came here,” said lie would like to sett 
mother, etc. 
Other spirits were named as present, 
hut unable to materialize, among 
them a brother of Mr.Ivie,killed by the 
kick of a innie many years ago; also 
his father, Wm, Ivie, announced by 
name. It was stated that a boy who 
was killed by a mowing machiuenear 
this place was present; also a preaoher 
from Iowa, who died while in attend­ 
ance at the M. E. Conference. Also 
Colonel McCullough, shot at this place 
by the Federal authorities after the 
buttle1. 
The motherof the writer,who passed 
over when lie was a mere child, came 
and was recognized by his father as 
real. 
A number of others not mentioned 
in this report were seen, and some 
identified. Near the close of the sit­ 
ting, a Ur. Iteod presented himself at 
tiie opening with a young infant, and 
all the persons present were permit­ 
ted to see him and infant at the same 
time. 
When the sittingelosed, the medium 
was found still handcuffed and much 
exhausted. 
It is claimed that these things are 
done by purely natural and scientific 
means. The magnetism or life force 
of the circle through tiie medium be­ 
ing used to sulliciently materialize the 
spirit to enable them to be visible for 
a short time. Even without the evi­ 
dence of the two senses of seeing and 
touch, tho internal or mental tests, 
the naming of dates, facts and inci­ 
dents were sufficient to convince any 
candid man that there Is a reality in 
the matter. I am authorized to say 
that each one present i9 ready and 
willing if necessary to make aflldavit 
to the substantial truth of what we 
have here narrated. We do not be­ 
lieve, but we knote of a fact that these 
things have occurred, and only ask 
those who doubt to go and see for them­ 
selves.

Poetry the Key to Truth. 


Do not confound the poetical way of 
viewing thlugs with the expression of 
poetry. Poetry, the first and finest of 
the fine arts, Is the making of a noble 
use, according to our talents and op­ 
portunities, of such amiable and noble 
emotions as we are capable of. 
And 
tiiis may be done through the medium 
of words, when the perfect expression 
constitutes written verse, or It may be 
done through marble, or painting, or 
music. But there must be grounds 
for the noble emotions before they can 
be experienced, and these come of the 
habit of viewing things poetically, 
and are supplied by the Imagination, 
which, contemplating 
nature as a 
w’orld of emblems, is received and used 
by the poetic faculty, having nothing 
in them defective or untrustworthy. 
No poet worthy the name lives in 
illusions. He is the high priest of 
truth as well as a singer and a painter 
of beautiful scenes. When there are 
two interpretations offered of a given 
difficulty or of any question whatever 
that refers to matters above secular 
and physical 
needs, 
that solution 
which men would call poetical, or 
opposed to prosaic, may infallibly be 
relied upon as the truest and highest. 
It was not without reason that the 
ancients accounted poetry the lan­ 
guage of the gods and of divinely in­ 
spired men. As the expression of the 
silent and universal symbolism of na­ 
ture, 
touching 
men’s 
hearts 
at 
every 
point, 
and 
exciting noble 
emotions 
in 
those who listened, 
poetry could not fail to be regarded as 
heaven-born. 
To this day we ac­ 
knowledge it to be so. The inspira­ 
tion of the past is forced upon us, 
whether spoken through the medi­ 
um of the pen, or of the marble, can­ 
vas or lute. 
Home old writer once 
mentioned the marriage of religion 
with poetry, having been instituted 
at the foundation of the world. 
The 
idea was a grand one; for by effecting 
Nuch a union, we can conceive how 
easy for the mind to flow in a mighty 
st ream of cause and effect. Every object 
then has its beauty, and every*beauty 
adorns itself with the coloring of mor­ 
al eloquence. 
Moral science, social 
science, and naturul science like the 
graces, should go hand in hand, and 
ever recognize the poetic faculty as 
belonging to their sisterhood. 
And 
all should be enlisted in the pursuit of 
truth so that at the same time the 
heart may be effected, and the mind 
purified. 


The Mayoralty. 
THE PACIFIC MAIL. 


Among the several worthy gentle­ 
men whose names have been mention­ 
ed in connention with .the candidacy 
for Mayor, Mr. P. B e a u d r y , present 
member of the Common Council from 
the Second Ward,is probably the most 
popular with the people, besides being 
a man possessed of those qualities— 
energy, intelligence and far sighted­ 
ness—which a proper regard for the 
interests, present and future, of our 
city requires in the Mayor. 
Mr. 
B e a u d r y became a resident of Los 
Angeles In the early part of the year 
1852 and his interests have been here 
ever since. 
In 1854 he purchased 
what is now known as Beaudry Block 
and thenceforth he has been engaged 
in building up and Improving some 
part of the city. 
Hi9 attention was 
attracted to the hill lands In the north 
western part of the city as early as 
1886, and when he said that elevated 
plateau would one day be covered 
with dwellings surrounded by groves 
and gardens, he was called wild and 
visionary. Those lands were consid­ 
ered next to worthless and the wise 
thought it an excellent joke to sell 
Mr. B e a u d r y tracts here and there 
for nominal sums.

From one piece for 
which Mr. B e a u d r y paid $517 he has 
sold lots to the amount of $6,000 or 
$7,000 and still has one-half of the 
land. For the Bellevue Terrace tract 
he paid $1,500, divided it into 150 lots 
from which he realized $35,000 and 
has Bellevue Terrace, one of the most 
beautiful spots in the city remaining. 
He purchased the plot known 
as 
Beaudry Terrace for $55, sold $5,000 
worth of lots, has half of it left on 
which stand live or six cottages that 
pay two per cent, on the money invest­ 
ed. These are the results of the jokes 
played on Mr. B e a u d r y by the wise 
ones in selling him hill lands. 
Mr. 
B e a u d r y was one of the organizers 
and the first President of the original 
Los 
Angeles 
W ater 
Company, 
and 
until 
its 
last 
assessment 
was 
paid 
he 
owned 
one - fifth 
of 
its 
stock. 
He 
was 
one 
of 
the originators and organizers of the 
Canal and Reservoir Company. He 
went out on the river with (.'apt. 
M o o r e and G e o . H a n s e n , and dem­ 
onstrated the practicability of convey­ 
ing the water over the proposed route. 
He has taken active part in each of 
the steamship and railroad enterprises 
inaugurated for the advancement of 
the interests of our city and valley. It 
is due to Mr. B e a u d r y ’s energy that 
the hill lands, once considered worth­ 
less, and from which the city derived 
no revenue, are now assessed at $120 
per acre. It is hazarding nothing to 
say that he will yet increase the as­ 
sessment value of this property to at 
least $2,000 per acre. As early as 1867 
Mr. B e a u d r y conceived the idea of 
throwing water 0 11 the hill lands by 
means of steam power, and from time 
to time he purchased these lands as 
they were tendered him by those who 
considered them worthless. T o-day 
an abundance of excellent water is 
flowing over the highest parts, forced 
there by an engine and pump through 
a system of pipes designed to irrigate 
the entire area, all costing not less 
than $75,000. Mr. B e a u d r y has ac­ 
complished this great work unaided 
and alone. He has expended this vast 
sum of money against the judgment 
of his friends and amid the jeers of 
the wise ones, who called him a vis­ 
ionary. It is a grand work, and in its 
successful carrying out Mr. B e a u d r y 
lias done more for Los Angeles than 
any other of her enterprising citizens. 
It is such a man as this that our city 
will need at the head of her municipal 
government in the future. Mr. B e a u ­ 
d r y thoroughly understands the city’s 
wants. He became a member of the 
Common Council in December, 1871, 
and has occupied a seat in that body 
ever since. He has devoted much 
time and study to street grading, the 
drainage question and the water sys­ 
tem—three important problems which 
must be solved by the city authorities 
of next year. He Is a man of superior 
intelligence, untiring energy and the 
purest integrity. W ith a Common 
Council composed of such men as may 
be, and, we hope, will be selected, and 
with Mr.B e a u d r y as Mayor,the muni­ 
cipal affairs of Los Angeles will be ably 
and honestly conducted and the city 
will begin to show those Improve­ 
ments to which her wealth and beauty 
of location entitle her. 


An Excellent Action. 


The too common use of fire-arms 
among the youth of this city cost a 
boy his life a few days ago. It is said 
that many of the school boys carry 
pistols, and not uufrequently boast 
what they can do with them in case 
any one should be so unfortunate as 
to insult their “ manhood.”

nile pistol practice, and the following 
resolution, passed by the Board of Ed­ 
ucation at its meeting yesterday, may 
do some good in that direction. We 
call the attention of parents to it, as 
by so doing they may prevent the ex­ 
pulsion of their boys from the school. 
The resolution reads as follows: “ Re­ 
solved, that any scholar who shall 
bring with him to the school, or who 
may have in his possession during 
school liours, any dangerous weapon, 
shall be immediately dismissed from 
the schools of the city.”

Within the past year the company 
has already added to their fleet afloat 
six new iron screw steamers, of which 
four cost half a million each, and two 
cost three hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars each. 
Recently they have launched two 
of the finest steamships In the world, 
the Bity of Peking and City of Tokio, 
each costing one million one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. They are 
now in New York, receiving their 
machinery and outfits, and will both 
sail fbr San Francisco within the next 
thirty and sixty days. 
In building these ships, every pre­ 
caution and experience 
tins been 
availed of, and it ¡9 confidently ex­ 
pected that they will be able to make 
the run from Hongkong to San Fran­ 
cisco, via Yokohama, in twenty days, 
as they are guaranteed by the builder, 
under a heavy forfeit, to make 14J 
kuots per hour. 
The six new iron steamships already 
running are paid for, and the two now 
finishing will lenve New York with 
clean titles. 
CHINA LINE. 
On the arrival of the new vessels at 
San Francisco, the Company’s Chinn 
line will be composed of ttie Great 
Republic, China, Japan, City of Pe­ 
king and City of Tokio. The Alaska 
and Colorado, now running on this 
route, will bé held as spare ships—one 
at Hongkong, the ether at San Fran­ 
cisco—for use in emergencies, to load 
when required as extra ships during 
the tea season. 
The Company have recently closed a 
contract with Messrs. John*Roach & 
Son, of Chester, Pa., for three new 
iron steamships for their China line. 
They will probably be better adapted 
to that trade than anything yet built. 
They will all be fifty feet longer 
than the Colima, with one additional 
deck, and will cost $700,000 each, in­ 
cluding outfits; the contract price for 
iron work being $600,000. They will 
carry 800 steerage passengers and 3,­ 
000 measurement tons of freight. 
They are to be 
finished within 
twelve months, and will have 50 per 
cent, more power than the Colima, 
with six boilers instead of four, and 80 
pounds pressure compound engines. 
Their speed are to be sixteen knots per 
hour, or “ the fastest of any steam­ 
ships in the world.” 
They are building in accordance 
with the regulations of Bureau Ver­ 
itas, and are to be 15 to 20 per cent, 
stronger than are required by English 
Lloyds. 
Iii addition to the three new iron 
screw steamships already referred to 
as building, the Company has under 
contract two others,all of which are to 
be engaged in the trade of this port 
with China and Japan. The five, when 
complete, will cost over four million 
dollars. 
The company originally expended 
$6,000,000 to open up the trade of this 
port with China, and they now pro- 
j)0 8e to retain what they have so 
largely developed, by bringing teas, 
silks, etc., from China and Japan at 
as low a rate of freight as any line 
now or hereafter on this route. 
After the arrival here of the Peking 
and Tokio, the aggregate capacity per 
annum of the China steamers alone 
will be 26,000 tons weight, or 65,000 
tons measurement. 
The present administration desire to 
so conduct the company’s affairs as to 
merit the hearty approval of this 
community, believing that 
by so 
doing they will best succeed in plac­ 
ing the company upon a strong and 
permanent basis, alike profitable to 
themselves and their patrons. 
And 
suggestions tending to this end will, 
we hear, be cheerfully received and 
acted upon as far as practicable, and 
such will be considered as true friends 
who thus aim to assist in correcting 
any outstanding abuses. 
It is undeniable that the W ett Coast 
of North America has a brilliant fu­ 
ture before It, and its business 0 11 the 
Pacific Ocean will never be less than 
at present. A large fleet of steamers 
will inevitably be required for the 
growing necessities of its commerce. 
The Pacific Mail Steamship Com­ 
pany have ships and experience nec­ 
essary to develop and conduct this 
business profitably. They now seem 
determined to keep thoroughly up 
with the times, by building new iron 
9teamers having all the latest im­ 
provements in speed and comfort. 
Last but not least, they are emphat­ 
ically a California creation, associated 
with its growth, and the company, 
standing alone, has maintained a 
fleet of carrying vessels which have 
flown at their peak, for over a quarter 
of a century, through fair weather and 
foul, a flag that should be the pride of 
every true American heart.

H u m o r e d C o n s o li d a ti o n . 
N ew York, Sept. 11.—The latest 
phase of the controversy between the 
Pacific Mall Company and the trans­ 
continental railroad, Is a rumored 
combination embracing the railroads 
between Philadelphia, New York, 
Baltimore and San Francisco, for a 
new and powerful line on the Pacific, 
to run exclusively in the interests of 
the railroads and their European con­ 
nections. The name of Stanford has 
been prominently mentioned in con­ 
nection with the new enterprise. In 
an interview he said that if negotia­ 
tions pending were successfully con­ 
cluded, he thought he would vÍ9lt 
Europe to make arrangements for the 
purchase of vessels. Russell Sage, the 
President of the Pacific Mall Com­ 
pany, expressed regret at the present 
complications between the Pacific 
Mail Company and the Pacific Rail­ 
roads, which he said was injurious to 
all parties. He claimed that his com­ 
pany were willing to do anything to 
put an end to the existing difficulties. 
He attached little importance to re­ 
ports with regard to the establish­ 
ment of a rival line. If the railroads 
attempted anything of the kind they 
could be at once enjoined for violation 
of their charters. It was quite likely, 
however, that Stanford and others 
would try to establish a line in con­ 
nection with the railroad. 
M o u lto n ’s S t a t e m e n t . 
N ew Y o r k , Sept. 11.—Moulton’s 
statement appears in the Graphic, 
with fac-similes of the letters produc­ 
ed therein. Among the letters is one 
trom Beecher to Moulton, enclosing a 
check and directing Moulton to use it 
at his discretion. Another is a friend­ 
ly note, making an appointment. In 
it Mr. Beecher sends his love to Mrs. 
Moulton and says: “ How dreadfully 
near the point she speaks sometimes.” 
Also, a letter from Mrs. Morse, Mrs. 
Tilton’s mother, In which she ad­ 
dressed Beecher as “ My Dear Hon,” 
and asked him to help her pay her 
rent and provide for herself through 
the coming Winter. Hhe refers to his 
(Beecher’s) secret, and says “only six 
persons know it.” Hhe writes of Eliz­ 
abeth’s home troubles, and thanks 
Beecher for the deep consolation he 
affords her daughter. 
The letter 
closes as follows: “ Do you know that 
I think it very strange that you should 
ask me to call you my son ?” Moul­ 
ton gives a letter dated July 28th,1874, 
to show that up to that date Beecher 
had not felt harsh toward him, even 
though he had paid $7,(MX) blackmail. 
The letter begins “ My Dear Frank,” 
and closes, “ Yours most gratefully, 
II. W. B.” 
The Herald thus summarizes Moul­ 
ton’s statement: 
1st. Ho shows that lie did render ef­ 
ficient counsel and aid to Beecher af­ 
ter the publication of the Bowen letter 
and avers in this respect that Beecher 
told a wilful falsehood. 2d. That lie 
was not a blackmailer, but that 
Beecher was a blackmailer in that he 
availed himself of the power which 
Tilton had over Bowen to procure, 
through Chapin, from Bowen, a cer­ 
tificate of character. 3d. That the 
devices to which he, Moulton, resorted 
were Beecher’s own suggestions, and 
made in an effort to help and 9ave 
Beecher. 4th. He gives a justifica­ 
tion which Beecher gave to him for 
his adultery with Mrs. Tilton, namely 
this: “That his physical expression 
of love was as natural as the words of 
endearment he used towards her.” 
This, Moulton says, was the first com­ 
munication of the doctrine of free 
love he had ever heard, and it became 
impressed on his memory. 5th. That 
when he read to Mr. Beecher, from a 
letter of Tilton’s to Bowen, the charge 
of rape made by Bowen, that Beecher 
deemed it necessary to tell him the 
truth with reference to the woman 
mentioned by Bowen, Beecher saying, 
“ I did not commit rape, but it Is true 
I had intercourse with the woman.” 
Moulton said: “ If you are on friendly 
terms, you had better have a retrac­ 
tion, else you may be at Bowen's 
mercy.” Beecher did go and obtain 
the best apology he could, which ap­ 
pears in the statement. It appears, 
also, from Moulton's statement, that 
the efforts of Uen. Butler have been 
towards the safety of Beecher, in or­ 
der to save him and the country from 
the shame that would ensue from the 
publication of the whole truth. But­ 
ler has never appeared in New York 
on this question except at the sugges­ 
tion of Beecher's counsel.

N ew York, Sept. 12.—Beecher says 
he feels cheerful, and will return to 
Plymouth Church to resume his labors 
October 1st.
